Pugh has been sojourning in 
Camden for several months, having 
gone there to the home of his sister, 
Mrs. Lee Danser, to recuperate from 
a long illness, which necessitated his 
retirement from the banking institu­ 
tion here. 
On a rising Saturday morn­ 
ing he was in unusua lly good spirits 
and health, and remarked to his sis­ 
ter that he thought he would accept 
the invita tion of George Pollenger, a 
neighbor, to go hunting. 
The Danser 
home is at the edge of town, and a 
walk to the woods and fields in quest 
of game was not much of a task, 
although the sister relucta ntly sa nc­ 
tioned his taking the ex ertion.

through the fields Mr. Pugh remarked 
co his companion that he did not feel 
like killing 
any 
harmless creature 
even should they see some wlid game, 
and suggested that they shoot at a 
mark 
A target was posted on a tree 
nearbv, and Mr. Pollenger handed Mr. 
Pugh a 38 -caliber revolver to take the 
first practice shot. 
He ex amined the 
pistol and remarked that it was not 
loaded and asked for some cartridges. 
J ust as his companion started to hand 


them to him there was a pistol report 
and Mr. Pngh fell to the ground, mor­ 
ta lly wounded with a 38 -caliber bul­ 
let in his abdomen. 
He was assisted to the home of his 
sister, and as he lay on his deathbed, 
his only words of regret was that he 
wished he had taken his sister’s a d­ 
vice and remained at home. 
A high class specia list was inimedi*

Th e poultry man th rows iu a few’ h and­ 
fuls of ch ick feed four or five times a 
lay , and th e ch icks do th e rest. 
But 
th ere is room for a few suggestions 
?ven h ere. 
Ch icks need vegetables to 
:>ala nee th e grains of wh ich th e ch ick 
feed is composed. 
A blood beet cut in 
two or a mangel will be eagerly at­ 
tacked. 
Th e h eart of a cabbage is 
good. 
Onions ch opped tine are relish - 
?d. 
A h andful of fresh beef scraps 
scattered over th e floor once a day 
will * be found and devoured. 
It is a 
good rule .never to give little ch icks 
more ch ick feed or cracked corn at a 
time th an th ey will eat up clean. 
I find it a good plan after th e ch icks 
ire tw’o weeks old to keep before th em 
ill th e time a m ix ture made up as 
follows: Bran, two parts; clover meal, 
two parts; bone meal, one part; a little 
salt and a little ch arcoal. 
Th is is fed 
:lry anil is in addition to th e ch ick feed 
and vegetables. 
I ough t also to add 
th at I keep clean cool w ater l>efore my 
•h icks from th e very start. 
I am in no h urry to get my ch icks 
out on th e ground unless th e weath er 
is ex ceptionally fine, for I feel th at 
th ey are safer and better In a h ouse. 
In one of th e little h ouses such as I 
build, with open front and with th e 
floor littered an inch deep with clean 
sea sand, ch icks are safer and le tte r 
>ff th an th ey are any w h ere else. Th ey 
are out of th e way of h awks, skunks, 
cats and h um an th ieves and grow* like 
weeds. 
Wh en my ch icks are six weeks or 
two month s old th en I let th em out 
into th eir y ards. From now on I use 
th e h opper sy stem of feeding and keep 
feed before th em all th e time. In one 
com partm ent of th e h opper is a dry 
mash made as follows: One part clo­ 
ver meal, two parts mix ed feed, one 
part corn meal, one part beef scraps, a 
little salt, a little ch arcoal. Th e ingre­ 
dients are compounded by bulk rath er 
th an by weigh t. In th e oth er com part­ 
ment of th e h opper I keep cracked 
corn. 
In th eir y arils th e ch icks find 
grass, bugs, worms and later in th e 
season apples, peach es and plums. As 
soon as practicable I separate th e sex ­ 
es and alw ay s aim to keep ch icks of 
th e same size togeth er.—Cor. American 
Poultry Advocate.
